; her phihiutropic projects. The Baroness 


j is probably the 
only person living who 


ivoukl have found if necessary to dei y 
iiore than once that she had Riven 8'A- 
i(X),(liil) Tor the ivlii-rof the poor in Ire- 
anil; but when the. .story was told of her, 
.he hirjjpnossof her heart and her fortune 
dike made it easily credible. Her propo- 
sition, which for some reason was not 
carried out, was to apply £500,000 to the 
purchase of lands of which industrious 


nants might in time become owners. 


Among the very notable instances of her 
'enerosity may be mentioned the endow- 
ment of three bishoprics (in Africa, Aus- 
tria and British Columbia) at a cost, it is 
stated, little less than the sum she was 
said to have piyeii to the Irish. She as- 
sisted JDr, Livingstone when he was in 
his greatest need; and a square of model 
dwellings was built by her around the 
Columbia market, whii'h she also built 
and presented to the corporation of Lon- 
don. Even this list does not exhaust her 
private charities, and in private she, is 
reported to be not less munificent. 


For these and her other numerous 


charitable services to her country the 
title of baroness was conferred upon her 
in 1871 by Queen Victoria, and in 1872, 
for her great charity to the poor of Lon- 
don, the Common Council, in public cer- 
emony, presented to !>aroiiesn .Burdetl- 
Coutts the "freedom of the city," with an 
address enclosed in a beautiful gold cus- 
ket, bearing her arms, etc. It was pan- 
elled in compartments, on which were 
tableaux representing her acts of mercy. 
"Feeding the hungry," "(.'riving drink to 
the thirsty," "Clothi'ng the naked," "Vis- 
iting prisoners," "Lodging the homeless," 
"Visiting the sicl<," "Burying the dead.'1

Liuly Burdott-Coutta was horn in 1814, 


and is the youngest daughter of the late 
Sir Francis Bui\lett, Baronet. Her for- 
tune comes to her from 
her maternal 


grandfather, Sir Thomas Coutts, and she 
assumed his name when she inherited his 
property. That was in 1837, upon the 
termination of the. life interest of his wid- 
ow, who was Miss Mellon, the actress, be- 
fore he. married her as his second wife 
and who died the duchess of Kt Albau.-1. 
Sir Thomas C'outts' tirst wife, the grand 
mother of the subject of this sketch, was 
Elizabeth Starkoy, the daughter of a Lan- 
cashire peasant, who was a servant in tin; 
employment of the banker's brother until 
her marriage made her one of the 
first 


ladies of the kingdom. The baroness 
received her title in 1871. 
She received 


the freedom of the city ot London in 1872 
and eighteen months later the city of 
Edinburg similarly honored her. 
At the 


end of the last liusso-Turkish war the 
sultan decorated her with the grand cor- 
don of the honor of Mdejidie in recogni- 
tion of her service to be wounded. The 
estimation in which she is held by the 
people of England is shown by the fact 
that when, in 1808, the reform procession 
passed her house, and she was recog- 
nized at the window, a shout was raised, 
and for over two hours the air rang with 
the cries of the thousands who iilled the 
streets. 


In 1871 the fortune of the baroness 


was estimated at ;tlp,(H)0,OIIO, and up to 
this time she had given away for char- 
itable purposes fully £5,000,000. In other 
words, after disposing of §25,000,000 for 
the education of her fellow people, she 
still held fully §50,000,000 investment. 
She is the richest single woman in Eng- 
land, and her liberality in the distribution 
of her vast fortune lias commended her 
to the admiration of the civilized world. 


She seems to'prefer the simple title ot 


Miss Coutts to that of Baroness Coutts, 
conferred upon her in 1871, in consider- 
ation of her munificent public charities. 
Miss Coutts lived in rather straightened 
circumstances during her earlier years, 
inheriting no property from her' rich 
grandfather, Thomas Coutts, the eminent 
banker, born in 1741. At the death of his 
brother Peter, Mr. Coutts assumed the 
entire direction of the firm, which, under 
his control, rose to its highest prosperity. 
He was a gentleman of manners, hospi- 
tality, and benevolence, and 
counted i 


among his friends some of the first liter- i 
ary men and actors of the day. 
Soon ! 


after his settlement in London he mar- j 
ried Elizabeth Starkey, a girl of humble | 
origin. They lived very happily togeth- 
er and had three daughters—Susan, who 
married the Earl of Guifield; Francis, : 
who married the Marquis of Bute, and ! 
Sophia, mother of the subject of this I 
sketch, who married Sir Francis Burdett, ; 
the member of parliament who proposed j 
the celebrated inquiry into the state of j 
Coldbath's Field's prison, which'resulted 
in the dismissal of the keeper and the 
complete reformation of the regulations ! 
of that prision. He doubtless transmit- 
I 


ted to his celebrated daughter many of j 
his benevolent virtues. 


Soon after the death of Mrs. Coutts, in ] 
1815, Mr. Coutts fell in love with the i 
beautiful and accomplished Miss Harriet : 
Mellon, a very popular actress iu comedy ! 
in the latter part of this century. This j 
lady was born in 1775, and was so much ! 
younger than her opulent suitor, that she 
declined the match, representing that the 
forty-four years'dill'erenc'e in their ages 
made too great a barrier to be surmount- 
ed. The enamored millionaire howevre, 
persisted in his suit, and Miss Mellon 
became 
the 
happy 
wife 
of 
Mr. 


Coutts. In consequence of the violent 
opposition of his three daughters to his 
union with Miss Mellon, he disinherited 
them, and made his wife sole mistress of 
his colossal fortune at his decease. About 
five years after the death of Mr. Contts 
the widow married the Lhike of 
bans, Grand Falconer of Englu: 
was much younger than Mr. Contts. Af- 
ter her death she left the Duke an in- 
come of 850,000 a year and a life inter- 
est in some landed estates. 
With (his 


exce/.ion she, from a delicate sense of 
justice, bequeathed the entire fortune 
which she received from Mr. Coutts 
to his granddaughter, Angela Burdett, 
youngest daughter of Sir Francis Bur- 
dett. 


The Duchess of St. Albans, in be- 


queathing her fortune to Miss Angela 
Burdett. desired her to take the name 
of Coutts. 
This ludy received the vast 


legacy of S'20,000,000 in 1830, since which 
time she has been conspicuous for her
